Planks in the platform of the Car- 
roll County Sheep Raisers' Associa¬ 
tion: Insurance for all sheep: aid for 
county officials in the enforcement 
of the dog law; control of diseases 
and parasites; improvement of flocks 
through use of purebred rams. 

Mixtures of orchard grass, timothy 
and redtop. in connection with the 
seeding of lespedeza, sweet clover 
and other clovers, was advocated as 
the basis of abundant pasturage and 
forage, at seven community meet¬ 
ings in Union county.

GOOD FOR YOUNG TREES 

To get be^t results with young 
fruit trees, cultivate the orchard in 
semmer and sow rye and vetch as 
winter cover crops. So says a repor* 
of tests being made at the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station 

Young peach and apple trees grew j 
better and produced more fruit when 
cultivated during the summer than 
did trees on similar land sowed to 
sweet clover or lespedeza. Apple 
trees on summer cultivated land pro¬ 
duced 4.6 bushels pet tree: those in I 
the sweet clover plot 3 13 bushels, 
and where lespedeza was grown only, 
a little more than 3 bushels. 

Where sweet clover or lespedeza 
was sowed in a young orchard the 
trees became stunted, whereas cul¬ 
tivation during summer tended to 
stimulate growth as well as yield. 
For mature trees, cultivation until 
about June 1 and then seeding to 
korean lespedeza gave satisfactory 
results.

The home economics department 
declares that eggs that are hard-
